Atto rney s were in co u rt this 
mo rning to work with the mili­ 
tary ju dge on instru ctio ns he’ll 
giv e to the ju ry . The argu ments 
on the sentence were to begin 
at 1 p .m and were likely to be 
co nclu ded today .

FT. BENNING, Ga. (AP) - 
For 13 days, Rusty Calley sat by 
the telephone waiting to hear 
¿bout a verdict that would be 
crucial to the,rest of his life. 
And he philosophized: 
“The thing that makes My 
Lai so unique, it was a small 
tragedy in a small place, but 
for once, man was able to see 
all the hells of war at once. 
“I can’t say I am proud of 
ever being in My Lai or ever 
participating 
in 
war. 
But 
I 
would be extremely proud if 
My Lai shows the world what 
war is and that the world needs 
to do something about stopping 
wars.’’ 
When the telephone jangled 
Monday afternoon telling him 
the verdict was near, Lt. Wil­ 
liam L. Calley Jr., 27, reached 
for his Ary uniform and said, 
“I’m ready.”

Sister Cried

“My Lai has happened in ev­

terview granted with the under­ 
standing it would be released 
after the verdict. 
Calley, an inexperienced sec­ 
ond lieutenant, led his platoon 
on an infantry assault on the 
tiny hamlet of My Lai March 
16, 1968, a mission which re­ 
sulted in his court-martial, un­ 
precedented in Army history 
Never before had an Ameri­ 
can stood accused of murdering 
more than 100 persons. 
“Many people say war is hell 
who have never experienced it, 
but it is more than hell for 
those people tied up in it,” he 
said. 
In the interview, Calley, first 
U.S. soldier formally accused 
in the killings at May Lai, said: 
“No one has yet tried to 
analyze the problems to my 
knowledge, that cause not only 
My Lai but the war in Vietnam 
itself. I am hopeful that My Lai 
will bring the meaning of war to 
the surface not only to our na­ 
tion but to all nations. 
“My recommendation is that 
this nation cannot afford to in­ 
volve itself in war.” 
Asked how he felt about the 
Army. Calley said, “I still feel 
strongly about the Army. This 
nation needs a strong Army.

The recall Monday, due to a 
defect in antipollution equip­ 
ment that could allow gasoline 
fumes to collect and explode 
under the hood, involves all

General Secretary Leonid I. 
Brezhnev also coupled a re­ 
solve to “rebuff the aggressive 
forces of imperialism” with a 
pledge to “safeguard mankind 
from another world war.” 
Brezhnev outlined these ob­ 
jectives in a keynote address 
opening the 24th Congress of 
the Soviet Communist party, a 
gathj*ing oi the ruling party’s 
representatives to review the 
past, set fuure goals and seleci 
the party’s leaders. 
No major changes were ex­ 
pected to be submitted to the 
4,943 delegates meeting in the 
Kremlin’s Palance of Congress­ 
es. The Congress is expected to 
last about 10 days.

Brezhnev declared that North 
Vietnam “ may be sure inai *n I 


its 
armed 
struggle 
and 
its I 
peaceful endeavor, it can rely 
on the Soviet Union's fraternal 
support.” 
He told the Congress that “in 
the last 18 months, as a result 
of the initiative displayed on 
our part, there have been signs 
of some normalization in rela­ 
tions” between the Soviet Union 
and Communist China. But he 
said 
“the anti-Soviet line in I 
China’s propaganda and policy! 
is being continued,” and “wes 
resolutely reject the slanderous 
inventions concerning the pol-1 
icy of our party and our state! 
which are being spread from! 
Peking.” 
Despite this, Brezhnev said.' 
the Soviet Union is “prepared! 
in every way to help not only tc 
normalize relations but to re­ 
store good neighborliness and 
friendship between the Soviet 
Union and the People’s Repub­ 
lic of China.” 
He defended the 1968 invasion 
of Czechoslovakia,

vast Soviet Union, 
many of 
them representing Asian ethnic 
minorities.

supporting policies that have

professionals in Moscow. 
At the outset of the Congress,

and Albania, 
Peking's 
only European Communist ally, 
were not invited,

because the Chinese rejected 
an invitation to the 23rd Con­ 
gress in 1966.

A larg e spring o n the Hawley 
farm supplied the v illage o f Sa­ 
lem with water fo r a number 
o f y ears. 
Salem’s first waterwo rks was 
built in 186 0 by Abel Phillips. 
Phillips co nstructed a reserv o ir 
o f brick 2 4 ^ feet by 41 feet and 
co v ered it. He also built a to wer 
with two tanks 2 0 feet in diamet­ 
er. The to p o f the upper tank 
was 2 0 feet abo v e gro und. 
Friday , May 3 0 o f that y ear, 
the water ro se six inches in two 
ho urs, sho wing the spring’s flo w 
capacity to be 1,7 50 gallo ns per 
ho ur. Phillips made a co ntract 
with the v illag e in 186 2 , under 
which iro n 
pipes 
were 
laid 
thro ugh to wn, supply ing water 
fo r do mestic use and fire pro ­ 
tectio n. 
Phillips later so ld the water­ 
wo rks to Daniel Ko ll, fo under o f 
the Victo r Sto v e Co ., who so ld 
it in 186 8 to L. B. Silv er who , 
in turn, so ld it to A. R. Silv er 
in February 187 9. The latter 
was affiliated with the Silv er & 
Deming Manufacturing Co . 
In 186 0 Salem also had an ar­ 
tesian well. It was lo cated at a 
po int a little east o f the Metho ­ 
dist Church o n S. Bro adway , 
and was drilled by a number o f 
pro minent Salem peo ple (amo ng 
who m were Jo hn Sheets and 
Benjamin Penno ck) who were 
ho ping to find o il. 
At a depth o f 180 feet a v ein 
o f water was struck, filling the 
fo ur-inch casing and rising sev ­ 
eral feet abo v e the surface. The 
well was purchased by Abel 
Phillips who leased it fo r 
SO 


y ears to th e gas an d railro ad 
co mp an ies, after in stallin g p ip ­ 
es to th e p remises o f th o se co m­ 
p an ies. A. R. Silv er later p u r­ 
ch ased th is well. 
In 1887 th e Silv er Water Co . 
so ld its 
bu sin ess 
to Tu rn er, 
Clark an d Rawso n o f Bo sto n . 
On March 19, 1887, a city o rdi­ 
n an ce was p assed p ro v idin g fo r 
th e Salem Water Wo rks Co . as 
it was th en called, to co n stru ct 
an d main tain a water sy stem 
in Salem. Co mp lete p lan s 
and 
sp ecificatio n s fo r th e sy stem 
were in clu ded in th e o rdin an ce, 
as well as an o p tio n fo r th e city 
to bu y th e sy stem. 


A DAUGHTER, MARY, bo m 
to Jo hn and Hannah Penno ck 
Jo hnso n, o n Jan. 10 , 1809, is 
said to hav e been the first white 
girl bo rn in Salem. Only a few 
lo g cabins ho used the citizens 
here in that y ear, histo rians re­ 
po rt. 
Mary , o n Dec. 2 9, 182 9, mar­ 
ried Lev i Fawcett, a cabinet 
ihaker and undertaker, and they 
liv ed at the no rthwest co mer o f 
N. Ellswo rth Av e., and E. Sec­ 
o nd St. Mr. Fawcett died in 
1842 . 


On No v . 2 0 , 186 7 , Mrs. Faw­ 
cett became the bride o f Daniel 
Ko ll, o riginato r o f the Victo r 
Sto v e Co .

Ko ll celebrated her 10 0 th birth­ 
day o n Jan. 1 0 ,190 9.

Dr. Bliss Wiant of Delaware, 
connoisseur on Chinese culture 
and a Methodist missionary in 
China for 30 years, was the 
guest speaker at the Salem Mu­ 
sic Study Club’s recent guest 
night celebration in the Ruth 
Smucker house. 
Dr. Wiant, who has doctorate 
degrees in both music and the­
